WASHINGTON, Nov. 19. Secretary of 


State William J. Bryan has asked the 
Honduran Government to pardon Court- 
land B. Van Sickler, the young St. 
Louisan imprisoned there to serve a 
year term tor the murder of a fellow 


American in that country two years 
ago. 

The Secretary of State took this ac- 
tion upon the advice of Solicitor for 
the State Department Joseph W. Folk. 
A monster petition by St. Louis resi- 
dents moved Former Gov. Folk to in- 
vestigate the Van Sickler case. He 
found, after reading the evidence in the 
case, sent to him by the American Con- 
sul at Tegucigalpa, there was much in 
the actions of the man killed to war- 
rant asking the Honduran Government 
to free Van Sickler. 

Van Sickler shot his fellow American 
after the latter had offered indignities 
to his wife. Mrs. Van Sickler is said 
to be living near her husband.

We have taken in Caropdelet.“ he 
said. ‘‘We have taken in Baden and 
other neighborhoods and communities 
which formerly were independent vil- 
lages and towns. And having taken 
them in we have not assimilated them. 
We have not gone among those people 
and learned their needs, We have not 
taught them to see beyond their neigh- 
borhood horizons. 

No .Civie Solidarity. 

More than all, we have failed to con- 
vince them that they are needed or 
wanted in the councils of our city. We 
have our North St. Louis, our South 
St. Louis, our downtown district and 
our West End—a collection of neigh- 
borhoods without a common purpose 
and with no civic solidarity.. Neighbor- 
hood improvement associations have de- 
voted themselves largely to neighbor- 
hood improvements, for the reason that 
self-seeking. men of wealth on the one 
hand and self-seeking politicians on the 
other have resented neighborhood inter- 
ference with the broader affairs of the 
city.” 

St. Louis has been singularly domli- 
nated by privilege, Baldwin said. A 
smal] group of men, some with good in- 
tentions and narrow views, and others 
deliberately grasping and selfish; have 
presumed to rule the destinies of the 
city. --By a studied system of repression 
they have made the ordinary citizen fee! 
that he is not wanted—that he is not 
‘fin on the game.“ 

Excluded from the counclis of the 
privileged inner circle the nédighborhood 
organizations have worked within re- 
stricted fields. 

“And yet of the 400,000 adults in St. 
Louis only 30,000 belong to these organi- 
zations,” said Baldwin. “St. Louis will 
be a greater and better city when every- 
one of the 400,000 is made to feel that 
he has a voice in its improvement and 
its government.” 

Aloe Cites Voters’ Fickleness. 

„ Freeholder Aloe described St. Louis as 
being in the “melting pot” stage of civic 
development. No good reason, he said, 
had ever been advanced for the strange 
fickleness of the city’s voters. There are 
here diversified interests which prevent 
the people from staying together, after 
they have got together on.any large 
problem which affects the public good. 

Aloe, in exemplifying this point, cited 
the voters’ change of front on the free 
bridge question and the defeat of Saun- 
ders Norvell for the Democratic Mayor- 
alty nomjnation. More than anything 
else, he said, St. Louis needs a civic 
spirit which will induce all classes of 
the citizenship to subordinate their own 
personal interests to the public good. 
Many of St. Louis civie difficulties, 
Aloe said, may be traced directly to the 
antiquated city charter and thé division 
of authority between two houses of the 
Municipal Assembly and the Mayor. Be-
